it all revolves, of course, around recent 
revelations that VirginiaBeachpolice do/or 
do not spy on affluent resident businessmen 
with Italian surnames; which has become 
cancerous and a tool bf legislative intrigue, 
to the point where our police chief says it 
is alt a plot to oust him. 

The somewhat nauseous debacle enjoyed 
birth in The Virginia Observer, as the pa- 
per made public information from two af- 
fidavits it had obtained from former beach 
officers J. J. Sciortihb and Kermeth R.Paul. 

That initial story charged ^ying to our 
men in blue, that files and charts were 
maintained. It linked our Italian sumamed 
friends to the five New York mafiafamilies. 

All hell broke loose. The cops who blew 
the whistle came under attack. Meanwhile 
Chief W. W. Davis, perh^s a mite uncom- 
fortable on his homemade electric chair, 
tdok the offensive and saidthecharwsw fAre ^ 
(i^trtmental toWs deparunent. 

Then City Manager George Hanbury and 
the council cleared the cops of wrongdoing 
ahd declared the repel 1^ affair closed. 
Ho files, no spying was the official word. 

But the hot potato wasonly half roasted 
ind its steaming threnody attracted interest 
^om 8th District Senate combatants. Joe 
Canada is "concerned" about Chief Davis' 
statement that organized crime is outtoget 
him and his officers. Cana<te wishes the 
matter to be resolved. 
. Mayor J. Curtis Payne claims the Davis 
barges should be investigated. Council, he 
says, is aware of the smell. 

The Virginia Observer editorially men- 
lions Hanbury and former Attorney General 
|k)hn Mitchell in the same breath. And an 
irate rea(ter, Melvin Seay, writes tttat he 
was "dismayed" to hear that Davis was al- 
most sacked, and he takes a pot shot at 
Hanbury. 

It's ironic. Instead of determinir^ who 
those are with Italian surnames, this con- 
cocted imbroglio is becoming a pre-election 
circus. Here is the real issue: 

Meet "The Sexy 13," name given our Ital- 
ian friends by ttwse in irttide political cir- 
cles. They got ttw iMme "because that's 
where the acticm is." There are from 10 to 
13 members. They'v« been meeting for four 
years and are k\ italic builder group wrfv^e 
(^ject amortg other ihings is to build war 
chests for the purpose of electing favorable 
candidates. 

Their names are in the book, fraught with 
descriptive vowel phrases coming last. Af- 
ter everyone said there is no such group, 
what do they do, but gather again. 

It came Monday night in response toa Me- 
mo from'C,' announcinga "Change in Loca- 
tion" for the "Monday Nij^t Club" to an 
apartment on Glenroie AvOTue in Norfolk. 
Instructions were given, "Please park in 
un-nun4>ered spot." 

Are these men st^versive? Do theycwn- 
ply with election l«v? W»o handles their 
cash, their bank accotjnt? Why the secrecy, 
second rate cloak and da^er s^f? 

We have been swerved from the real point:. 
yes, a thorough state probe is a must to "^ 
clear up surface police matters; tMjt more, 
to ascertaj^ ppnible clandestine actions 
of our myst«i lous 'Sexy 13." 



Landmsirk's two Norfolk papers: 
gutsier news would be good news

out from under a locai-boy-made-good, 
sympathy automatically goei first to the 
horaetowner. •• 

It's Uie wsjf of the world, bub. So ev^B 
if gutsier, belter journalism will result 
at 20 or more smalltown newspapers in 
Kentucky and Indiana, the large N'orfollc, 
Va.. outilt called Landmark Communica- 
tions. Inc., .knows it has a problem. It 
must demonstrate it had community in- 
terest in mind v-hen it eased Bill Mat- 
ttiw.'s of Shelbj-ville, Ky.. out of the 
com.'numt}- newspaper empire his talents 
azitti. 

"Once there were 10 Utile Indians, now 
there are only four." That's ths way Mat- 
thews described to. a former colleague his 
recent departure from what was btgun in 
1968 as Newspapers. Inc. In 1973 it be- 
came a dixision of Landmark. By last 
year, the coromunitj--newspapers venture 
enjoyed revenues of more than $6.5 mil- 
lion from 23 papers and related activities 
in Kentucky and Indiana. 

When Matthews and nine others began, 
it was on the basis of his shrewd notion 
that community newspapers could gain 

strength by centralizing their printing 
and, later, their busiaess operations. 

First signs of trouble appeared last 
spring. The weekly .lefferson Reporter in 
southeastern Jefferson County was put 
up for sale (it still is) 1^ Landmark; 



publisher Lewis Conn, one of Mattbewt* 
origiBal " 10 liitle Indians," quit sourly, 
citing broken Lar.dm<irk promias. 

Landmark, then >till speaking through 
Matthews, had an explanation. The Jef- 
ferson Reporier, as i. suburban paper, did 
not mesb with Landmait't prima Inter- 
est' community newspapers away from 
the big-city whirl. But the matter wm 
clumsily haodluL The image tbat^^mc 

through was of a big <»rporati<m kts ia- 
terestod in news than in pntfits. 

That image resurfaced vhta Matthews 
"resigned" late last nonUi. And Ihcra 
have been other dcpartarw. 

Sally Fay is gone u editor <rf The 
Shelbyville News Sentinel. Russ Metx is 
no longer editor of The C^nthiana Demo- 
crat. A third key executive, Joe Goldberg, 
went off the payroll at Landmark's at- 
tractive new daily in Elizabethtown. 

In these and such other commanitiet as 
CampbcUsville, and Lawrenccbarg and 
Tell City, Ind., it looked to some like the 
cold hand of big business more intent on 
its daUy newspapers in North Candlna 
and Virginia and its broadcast operatioos 
in 10 states. There was speculation that 
Landmark might sell the small papers. 

But just the reverse is what Landmark 
says it intends. Replacing Matthews as 
president of the community newspapers 
division is one of Landmark's most re- 
spected journalistic stars. 

He is John H. Colburn, a former for- 
eign correspondent. Associated Press ex- 



ecutive and editor or puUither ef papers 
in MdinMnd, Va. and Wichita, Kan. Col- 
buni, aooa to take up roidenca in Mid- 
dietown, is a winner of the nation's top 
pr^ award for efforts in behalf of "the 
peo^e's right to know." 

CallNirB's ftr^ Mq^tfte poM toi «I mi 
not here to liquidate." He says Landmark 
has sold or wOl s^ ody t]K»e few papers 

in communillci where there's judged to 
be little potential Ita growth. Landmark's

The Highway Safety Division el Viifiola tes aoMiaced 
ttat it will conduct a special li%hway saMy camptf(ii 
(hiriiiK the peak travel mmths of 1976, when the Blceo* 
teujal is expected to generate significantly greater traf- 
fic on Virginia's roadways, especially in Tidewater. 

The Division's umoaocement foUowed the recMnmcn- 
datkj,. of engineeri^ consultants who havereceirtlycom- 
Ideled a detailed report oo the effect the BicHitennial 
will Ittve on Virgtaia Highways and highway afety. 

TiM report, prepared tor Uie DlTlsion by Kimlejr- 
Rom and Associates, Inc. of Norfolk, predicted tliat 
Virginia can expect "significant impact" on its rotdways 
dariag the Bicentennial, particularly during the normal 
peiJc visitation season, Hay through August. 

According to the consultants, visitations to five key 
attractions alone could reach more than 5.5 millirai in 



1916, eeopared to aboirt 4 miUiM visits td ttose same 
attracttou tai 19?3.

Two quick items of news: 

First, October is immonizatioB mooth. Aad t«^ 
Mai Regan is here in Virginia Beach -- now servhif 
as (Nir new representative and local director for toe 
federal Department of Realth, Education and Welfare. 
He's a nice guy and dmild fit in easily, alrea^ 
having made the rounds of the medte, pertonning intro- 
ductions, exchanging pleasaMries, aad even otdllniiy 
briefly his purpose and program. 

"October is immunization month," R^anem|Aasises. 
"And we have three reguter clinics to handle the people, 
changing times weekly. One branch is at the Mniicipai 
Center in the Princess Ame com|riex, between the (dd 
; jail and the new public safety boildii^. This serws 
as our area hea(k]uarters and the phooe nnmber for 
additional informatim is 427-4281. 

'The second branch is found at 19th and Arctic at 
the beach, the phone number, 42g-S402. And our thitd 
branch is at Bayside, 930 Independence Boulevaid, 
or 460-0911." 

After these toitial deUils you mil might be coafused 
over the purpose of this HEW exercise. Well, pec^e 
don't worry mnch aboid childhood dis«ises ai^ BMre, 
but aca>rdii« to HEW th^ should. Dr. i<^ J. Witte,' 
Director of the Immunization Divisira of HEW's Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, has staled that outbreaks 
of preventable diseases, such as polio and measlra, 
could once again strike the natioa's ycxing unless more 
childrra are vaccinated. 

To alert pei^le to the prAlen and to ^rfala toe 
»>Mi(», the federal government, organized riedidae, 
state and local health deparments, industry and v<riai- 
teer groups are particiiating in Immunization Actum 
Month, a time when extensive efforts are made to inform 
peiple about the potential dangers of chUdhooddlsMses ' 
and to urge parents to make sure their childres are 
Ailly vaccinated. 

"Many parents today don't r^ember the devastate, 
^demies of paralytic polio ortlK19^s," Witte tfd, 
"a^ aren't aware of tlw real dangers at mm^ea, 
nteUa aad other cfallt^xid diseues. Uaaf btfiero 
tW tte Abases have been wmpletely eradicated end 
ttat ttere is no need to worry idhmt them any more. 
"TUs simply Isn't true," he continued. "Far too 
■any iMNb'ai are not b^ag vacciutiois evea ttea. 
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As a resBlt, ^Udrai still itte from these disaasea, still 
are permanently cripi^d bf Otm, aad tte tti«er of 
local qiidemles cortiims. Th»e is a lat^ number 
of diildren, particularly those tow years dd aad ^wager, 
who could become the torg^ of local, rqadly ^nattm 
ortbreaks." 

The only way to j^^e^ qMemlcs, WiM saU, is 
bf vaccinatii^ emagh childrca so that these dseues 
don't have a chance to ^read. "Our loi«-t«iB goal 
is to achieve more ^ecUve itenase eoMrolbyi^reved 
sarTeillaaee, effective eontainmert, and achievtit and 
main t aining high immimity levels la pnff»iitlflM of 
gre^st risk — parO^terly ^^sdioifl ehi)ta« — 
against mrasles, rdielb, polto, dlpttheria, ti^ums 
and pertussis." 

"That goal," he uidad, "wiU not be easy to achieve. 
Our records itow ttnt tte percnlages <rf vaccinated 
children were dropptag tfeaifily mrtil tert year. With 
vom, tor enawle, tte pn«e^j^ of adegartriy vac- 
duted «e-to-f(wr-year-(rtd cUUraa dnt^od from M '-, 
pernat ia 1963 to 60 per CMt ia ins."

In October. 1971 — on the 26tK anniveraary of the 
founding of the United Nations — the UN voted to 
expel the Republic rf China and seat instead the 
bloody regime of .Mao Tse-tung and Chou En-lai. 

In recent years, the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation has been responsible for cold-blooded murder 
at the Munich Olympic Games, the slaughter of in- 
nocent children in Israel, hijackings, and kidnap- 
pings. Yet in spite of its constant pleas for peace, 
the United Nations General Assembly enthusiastic- 
ally welcomed the PLO leader, Yasir Arafat, when 
he addreaaed the Assembly in November, 1974! For 
these reaaons, and many others, we believe it is time 
to GH us out! of the United Nations and declare 
October 24 a Day Of Shame.

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He recalls, 
heart heavy

Friday night my heart will be home. 

It goes back to renieml}erine the early days, grade 
school days, neighborhood kids tearing straight home 
from school, flying text books and happy cries, then 
dressing for the grand tour of Halloween. 

The old folks understood, and left the "washin' up 
and eatin' " go this night. Chalk and charcoal, water 
colors and paint. Clothes, masks and watermelon smiles. 
There were goodies to collect, and every kid, he want- 
ed to say the next day, "I got the most stuff " 

They would meet under the corner streetlight and 
always made the house-to-house tour together, for pro- 
tection - when it was not necessary. They carried bust- 
ed - up six quart baskets, and Halloween in those days 
meant something pretty good, was something pretty big 
to those young minds. 

Although none of us were hardly poor, things came 
harder then. A war had just finished. Money was tight. 
A couple of baskets of candies. A few apples. Some gum. 
Fresh fruit - they meant a great deal to youngsters 
of the forties. 

The streets, well they were like streets anywhere 
else, like streets here then, like streets will be Friday 
night. Streets tike Birdneck, Fairfield, Tyre Neck, 
Taylor, Washington, Sunnyside, Carnation, Parker, Rose- 
mont. Woodland, Cedar, Bugle and Providence. Alive 
they come with the young. It will be thus throughout 
the city. 

"Trick or treat. Whattdya got fer Halloween?" 

Back then, every house had something. Rich, cara- 
mel-coated apples. Smooth as silk cream candy. Choco- 
late kisses. Bananas. Even money, some scattered pen- 
pies. We never saw "drugged" candy, or tore our hands 
on apples containing razor blades. People were less 
sick in those days, or so they say. 1 hope 1 never find 
out for sure. 

But we all grow out of childhood, and Halloweens 
lessen in value. Paper routes brought money for the 
latest flicks, sodas and dates. Halloween's basket oi 
goodies ceased to mean very much.

But time has a way of bringing you back. 

I hadn't made the tour in five years, nor had I been 
at home on that particular night. But this one time I 
stayed home with the folks, watched the teevee and re- 
vised to badge. Dad, he dislike intemiptions, read his 
daily paper and dozed. About once every 20 knocks he 
grudgingly answered the door. 

Mother got the door the other 19 times. Never angry, 
never impatient - she had cause for both. Not young 
anymore, her legs were not as strong as they once 
were. Many were the times she complained about poor 
health. But you never would have known on Halloween. 
She had a smile for every child. 

"Oh, what are you?" she used to ask when she greet- 
ed them. Or, "My goodness but you're scary." Those 
who would laugh are the fools. 

And as the years continued to pass I saw wtiat each 
Halloween brought into our home - the happy voices 
of children - and it was as if a love affair bad devel(q>- 
ed, between me and Halloween, between the folks and I, 
drawing us closer without letting os in on the eve that 
belonged to the children. And each year it was t%e same. 
I watched teevee. Dad slejrf or read a little; and mother 
remembering possibly her childhood where she knew 
no Halloween, answered that door with her goodness in 
her heart. 

And then time took its toll in the form of my father, 
«dio died suddenly one night doing what he loved most- 
dozing off while reading the paper And for a long while 
it was too much for mother. 

Dad's death came just several weeks before Hallow- 
een. 

"I'm not staying at bope^this year," she told me over 
the phone I was working out-of-town. "Without dad it 
wraldn't be the same," she added And you wanted to 
cry when she said it. Love does many things. But death 
many more, even to create a greater love. Death can do 
that. Ask someone who has lost in love and then you'll 
know. Seek and ye shall find. 

So on that first Halloween night without her husband 
of more than 30 years, my mother was away - at the 
home of her mother. I managed to get a day off and drove 
home. It was on the way that 1 again remembered what 
night it was. And ! remembered the phone call from 
sobbing mother. Instead of going to grandmothers place 
I drove by ours. s _ 

Night was falling; a chill purple and the aoon was 
a faded ping pong ball lilac in the early evening mist 
Kids were crawling all over the street - little kids, 
tall kids, short kids, chutAy kids - with colorful cos- 
tumes and painted faces. Our home was in darkness, 
and to me, for a split second, it wasn't home anymore. 
Something, maybe it was my heart, would nrt let me 
drive past and leave the old place empty on this night. 
I stopped, went to the comer store and bought l>ags <rf 
goodies. Home. I turned on the lights, set up the old 
candy dish and for five straight hours answered the 
door. Alone And yet really not alone at all. 

Time heals everything and I didn't tell mother what 
I had done. A year later there was no need for me to 
be home Mother was there, and this time I knew she 
wcHiU stay for the kids. She s done it ever since. 
And that's why I'm sad today, so far away Because 
I »n see her clear as a bell, gettii^ herself up out 
of that old blue etair in the comer by the bookcase 
and answering the etoorfoell maybe three hundred times 
in one night; answeri^ the anxious knock of a good 
kid who knows naught of the evil and sickness that 
tbrratens him; answering the memories and th(%hts for 
many of us who did that very thing so many years ago. 
And as I see her now, I see my l»art there with her.

|4|L^|gnl|g and creating Hallo- 
isW|ls at wme to meet Seymour 
Safely "See and Be Seen" standards are 
being offered by the VirginiaOptometric 
Association in a pre-Halloween message 
to parents. 

According to Dr. John Jones, presi- 
dent ol the vision care organization, 
many Halloween accidents -- from skin- 
ned knees topedestriantrafficfatalities- 
can be traced to a child's inability to 
see steps, curbs and automobiles or to a 
driver's failure to see a child in time 
to stop safely. 

The "See and Be Seen" Halloween 
costume idea is designed to help eli- 
minate these hazards. Simple to do, the 
safety costumes offer great opporfainities 
for yowigsters and parents to use their 
imaginations in makir^ unusual yet safe 
costumes of infinite variety. 

To get the safety wink from Seymour 
Safely, a cartoon creation of the 
American Optometric Association, a 
Hal loween costume must be safely visible 
to drivers traveling at ^)eeds of 70 m. 
p.h. ami must be free of masks that may 
block a child's view. 

Decorating costumes with retro-re- 
flactive material is the only effective 
way to make young wearers highly visi- 
ble to drivers at night, Jones said. In 
a study at the Division of Optometry, 
Indiana University, doctors of optometry 
found tt»t pedestrians wearing retro - 
reflective Wterial were safely ^sible 
to drivers even at speeds of TO and 
to m.p.h. White is safely visible to dri- 
vers, p^)f at speeds up to 50 m.p.h. 

Retro- reflective material is a\^ilable 
in either iron-«i or sew-on fabrics «nd 
t^e, so youngsters can m^e up their 
own designs. Parents should be certain 
the children will be visible from the 
front, back and sides, your Virginia 
ftea^ o ptonwtri sf caution.

These taritts may be reviewed 
by intererted parties after October 27, 1975, in the offices of the State CorporaUon 
Commission or at any office of tte gas raimpany where the customer's fas bill 
may be paid, 

Tht Commission will continue to investigate tbe requirements and needs of gas 
customers ami Oie gas supplies available to each gas company so that it can ccm- 
linously review tbe reasonableness of its rules on conservatiMi and priorities 
and take whatever action additional information and change in cirumstances may 
require.
